And after all that is come upon us for our 
evil Deeds, and for our great Treſpaſs, .. 
ſeeing that thou our God haſt punifhed 
us 4 than our Iniquities deſerve, 
and haſt given us ſuch Deliverance 
as this, ſhould we agam break thy 
Commandments, and jam in Aſinity 
with the People of theſe Abomina-

N H E long forbearing God having oft, 
by his Servant Moſes, given — In- 
ſtructions to his People Iſrael, how to 
demean themſelves, when he ſhould 
have given them Poſſeſſion of that good Land 
that flawed with Milk and Honey ; God having 
oft ſent hjs Servants the Prophets, to excite 
them to their Duty (of which Proſperity had 
0 vi ot HE. „ „ ren - 
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rendred them forgetful) when they wer ine 
Poſſeſſion of the deſireable Canaan, had at haſt 
Recourſe to harther Means, to reclaim the 
ſtiff-necked Generation from joining them- 


ſelves with the Heathen in their Abominationsf: 


He gave them therefore into the Hand of their 
Enemies, and ſuffered thoſe who hated them, 
to rule over them. When neither the graci- 
pus Promiſes of God on the one Hand, nor 
his terrible Threats on the other, had any Ef- 
fe& on that rebellious, Generation, but that 
they ſtill continued in their Abominations, 
— the the Land, and the Houſe of the Lord 

which he had hallowed at 7eruſalem; when 
they mocked the Meſſengers of the Lord, deſpi- 
ſed his Words, and miſuſed his Prophets, then 
the Lord brought upon them the King of the 
Chaldees, who flew their young Men with the 


Sword, in the Houſe of their Sanctuary, and 


had no Compaſſion upon young Man or Mai- 
den, old Man, or him that ſtoaped for Age. 
He burnt the Houſe of God, and brake down 
the Wall of Jeruſalem, and burnt all the Pala- 
ces thereof with Fire ; and all the Veſſels of 
the Houſe of God, great and ſmall, ang the 
Treaſures of the Houle of the Lord, and of 
th2 King and of his Princes, with the People 
that had eſcaped the Sword, carried he to Ha- 
bylon, where they were Servants to him, and 
to his Sons. Thus did God deal with this 
perverſe Nation, that thzſe Means might — 
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(7) 
them jto a Senſe of their Duty: And when 
they had groaned under the heavy Babyloniſb 
Tobe, full ſeventy Years, the Lord lent a gra- 

cious Ear to the Cry of his diſtreſſed Inheri- 
tance; the Almighty, in whoſe only Gover- 
nance the Hearts of Kings are, fo turned the 
Heart of Cyrus King of Perſia, that he ſent 
away the Captive 7 5 to their own Land, 
with a Commiſſion to rebuild the Temple of 
the Lord, and reſtored the Veſſels of the Houſe 
of the Lord, both Gold and Silver, which Ne- 
buchadnezar had brought to Batylon, and put 
in the Houſe of his Gods. 


After this ſo great Deliverance, it might 
reaſonably be expected, that this Generation, 
who had drank ſo deep of the Lord's Venge- 
ance, would have cleaved ſincerely to the Pre- 
cepts of the Lord. But ---- we find theſe 
very People, while theſe great Judgments and 
Mercies of God could not but be- freth in 
their Minds, joining themſelves in the Abo- 
minations of the Canaanites, Hittites, Peri- 
zites, Febuſites, Ammonites, Moabites, Egyp- 
tians, and Amorites, Thus did they return, 
as a Dog fo his. Vomit, as if they had quite 
forgot, that it was becauſe of theſe things the 
Wrath of God had ſo lately fallen upon them, 
that it was for theſe Abominations they endu- 
red a Seventy Years Captivity.

And, upon this ſecond Provocation, we find 
Ezra, like a careful Watchman, confeſſing this 
new 'and heinous Treſpaſs, endeavouring by 
Prayer to avert the Wrath of God, which he 
feared would deſtroy them, utterly blot out 
their Name from under Heaven, addreſſing 
himſelf to the Throne of God in the pathe- 
tick Expreſſions in my Text; And after al 
that, &c. This being, I think, ſomewhat pa- 
rallel to the Caſe of this Nation, the Solem- 
nity of the Day requires me to conſider

III. The Great Deliverance of this Day. 


IV. The Conſequence, if we again run 
into the ſame Sin, 


Firſt, The Treſpaſs of this Nation was 
very heinous. Our lawful Sovereign was hun- 
ted like a Partridge on the Mountains, till at 
 Hſt he was taken in their Toils, impriſoned, 
arraigned at a mock Court of Juſtice, condem- 
ned; in the Face of the Sun, before his own 
Palace, amidſt the Tears of his Subjects, mur- 
dercd. The Shedding of this Royal _—

and of many Thouſands of his loyal Subjects, is 
the crying Sin of this Nation, an open Breach 
of the fifth Commandment, and of all thoſe 
expreſs Commands of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
to render to Ceſar his due, to be ſubject, (as 
they were, ) to the higher Powers; to be ſub- 
ject not only for Wrath, but even for Conſci- 
ence ſake: For if when we do Evil, and ſuffer 
for it, we take it patiently : What Thanks 
have we? But if when we do well, and ſuffer 
for it, we take it patiently, this is acceptable 
with God, | 


In reſiſting therefore our Sovereign, we re- 

belled againſt God, whoſe Vicegerent he was; 

'x for the Powers that be, are ordained of Gad : 
in calling him to Account at a Court of Injuſtice, 

we encroached upon the Prerogative of God, 

at whoſe Tribunal only he was accountable: 

In crowning him with Martyrdom, we more 

highly uſurped the Province of the Almighty, 
who has expreſsly declared, Vengeance is mine, 
I will repay it. And to make the Crime the 
more od1ous, (if it does add thereto) all this 
was done to a Prince the moſt virtuous, chaſt, 
religious, meek, tender, and careful of his 

| Subjets Good, that &er grac'd the Pritiſb 
Throne, though it muſt be confeſſed our pre- 
ſent Sovercign bids fair to be compared with 
Rim. 
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Secondly, The Evil that came upon us. 


The Sin of Rebellion is always accompanied 
with ſome Part of its Puniſhment ; and in the 
Caſe before us, this is notorious, if we will 
but conſider the dire Effects of that Civil War, 
which for ſo many Years ravaged this fruitful 


Iſland, (grown wanton with Peace and Proſpe- 


rity) and made it in the literal Senſe, an Acelda- 
ma: So did the Almighty diſpoſe this Affair, 
that many of the Ringleaders paid with their 
Blood, in Part, for the Affront offered to God 
in the Perſon of his Subſtitute; many others . 
were ruined with their Polterity, in their For- 
tunes. The carrying on this Rebellion, and 
ſupporting the Uſurpers in their ill- got Throne, 
drained more Blood and Treaſure from the Sub- 
ject, than all our rightful Kings, as far back as 
fabulous Antiquity, e'er expended. Thus does 
it deſervedly happen when a Nation will not 
meekly bear the Oppreſſion which God by his 
Subſtitute inflicts. 


In thoſe diſmal Times, all Ties of Amity 
being forgot, Father and Sen, Brother and 
Brother, ſheathed their Swords in one ano— 
ther's Breaſts: Our young Men were Lain 
with the Sword, our Virgins and Matrons ex- 
poſed to the Luſt of the brutzih Soldiers; * 
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Fields were covered with Armies, and Heaps 
of ſlain, inſtead of the long-wiſhed-for Crop. 


Under the ſanctified Cloak of Religion, un- 
der Pretence of Zeal for a purer Reformation, 
our Churches were converted into Stables, our 
Fonts into Watering-Troughs, the decent Or- 
naments of our Churches and the venerable 
Monuments of our Anceſtors defaced in their 
Zeal againſt Popery ; when they themſelves 
had ſucked in the worſt Dregs of it, namely, 
the damnable Doctrine of the Lawfulneſs of 
the Depoſing of Kings. Then was Epiſcopacy 
condemned, aboliſhed (as much as 'tis in Man's 
Power to do it) Presbytery aud Independency 
introduced, and each in his Turn thundering 
out their Excommunications againſt Schiſma- 
ticks, refuſing to tolerate even their Fellow- 
Rebels in their different Communion, decla- 
ring it to be a. damnable Sin, an Allowing 
People to damn themſelves; from which, and 
their Perſecution of the Epiſcopal Clergy in 
Scotland, ſince the Revolution, we may fore- 
ſee our Fate, ſhould God for our Sins again in 
this Realm, ſuffer theſe ſanctified, tender con- 
ſcioned Babes of Grace, to Lord it over his 


In thoſe unhappy Times our excellert Form 

of Prayer was ridiculed, ſuppreſs d, Eathuſt- 
aſm admitted, and all who had Impudence ſuf- 
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ficient to pretend to the Gift of the Holy Spi- 
rit, preſumed to preach the Word of God, and 
ofter up the Prayers of .the Congregation, 
Thoſe were they, who not terrified with the 
Example. of Cerab, Dathan, and Abiram, 


could fay unto the holy Prieſthood, You take 
tov much upon you, ſeeing all the Congrega- 


tion are holy every one of them, and the Lord 


1s among them. Wherefore then lift you'up 


your f{clves above the Congregation of the 
Lord ? 


O God, whydidfſt thou then fir ſtill? Why 
didſt thou not withdraw-thine Hand out of thy 
Boſom, to conſume thine Enemies in a Mo- 
ment? Why didft thou permit thoſe Sons of 
Belial to dye the common Death of other 
Men? Why did not the Earth again open her 
Mouth, and ſwallow thoſe Wretches quick 
down into Hell? Shall any with Impunity 
dare to encroach upon the Frerogative of thy 
choſen Generation, thy Royal Prieſthood ? 
No certainly; tho? they did not all reap their 
Rewards according to their Demerits, in this 
World; yet without an hearty Repentance, 
they have, or ſhall, in the World to come, 


White Presbytery or Independency was 
rawpant, impoſing their mack, invalid Sacra- 
ments on the deluded Populace, whit Favour 
muſt our Orthodox, Loyal, Epiſcopal Clergy 

| expect? 
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expect? Behold them ſequeſtered, plundered, 
haraſſed, impriſoned, murdered, their Inheri- 
tances, their Maintainance wreſted from them, 
and conferred upon illiterate Intruders into the 
ſacred Miniſtry : Behold our Biſhops, Presby- 
ters, and the faithful few who adhered to 
them, in upper Chambers, in ſecret Receſſes, 

raiſing God, and offering up Prayers to the 
Throne of Grace for the Converſion of their 
Perſecuters, while the daring, ſucceſsful Schiſ- 
matick poſſeſs the Cathedrals, and Pariſh- 
-£-hurches : 


But, Creſcit ſub pondere Virtus; a State of 
Perſecution is a Time when the 'Truth thrives 
moſt, the moſt glorious Condition of the 
Church Militant, Our Lord's Kingdom be- 
ing not of this World, the Arm of Fleſh can 

never prejudice, or prevail againſt it. | 


Nor could our Seats of Learning eſcape 
their Fury: No, they inſtilled too much Loy- 
alty to be winked at, in thoſe Times of Uſur- 
pation; they muſt therefore undergo a Refor- 
mation, be hampered with the Covenant, and 
till then, unheard of Oaths, to expe] the 
Shs and make room for more ſanctitied 

[ utors, 
The State did not labour under leſs Tribu- 
lation; Juſtice was then meaſured by Succeſs; 
| : very 
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every Victory was an aſſured Sign of GOD 
with Us, The Loyaliſts were wondered at 
for being ſo ſhort-{1ghted, as not to ſee the 
Finger of God in thoſe Mahometan Arguments, 
and be convinced, that they were fighting the 
Lord's Battles, and were commendably zea- 
lous in a good Cauſe. Then Traytors fat up- 
on the Bench as Judges, the Laws of the 
Land that were made far the Safety of the 
Sovereign, were applied to the Perſons of the 
Uſurpers, and Tenders of unlimited Submiſſi- 
on to them, and Readineſs to ſupport them 
with Life and Fortune, muſt be the Suhject 
of fulſom Addreſſes from County, City, and 


Borough, numerous Mobs, and zealous Ap- 


prentices. And what could thoſe Nobles and 
Commoners, who appeared in Arms to aſſert 
their rightful, injured Sovereign's Title, hope 
for, when over-powered by theſe Traytors, and 
arraigned at their Courts?

Lords and Commons, if the King gives not his 
Aſſent. If they -alletiged the Oaths they had 
taken obliged them to deny the Right of any 
but the Perſon in Poſſeſſion, it might be replied, 
An Oath does not bind, meerly becauſe tis ta- 
ken, but becauſe the Conditions thereof are 
lawful, An Oath deflruttive of another Man's 
Right, is an unlawful Oath, and ought not to 
have been taken; but if taken, can bind to 
nothing but Repentance. Beſides, they were 
not (ut juris, and conſequently could not bind 
themſelves by any ſuch Oath, without the Con- 
ſent of their Sovereign; for Example, An Ap- 
prentice is 4 Perſon not ſui juris, and ſbortld 
ſuch an one deſert the Service of his Maſter, 
and before the Expiration of his Tyme, bind 
bimſelf to any other, the laſt Obligation is void, 
becauſe he bad no Power in himſelf ſo to do, 
becauſe bis firſt Maſter gave not his Conſent, 
and ſtill claims his Service, But this would 
have been calling in queſtion the Authority of 
the Uſurpers Courts; which, as the Arch- 
Traytor Bradſhaw told our Sovercign,no Court 
would bear. Inter arma filet lex; convincing 
Guns and Pikes, Fines, Impriſonments and Hal- 
ters, anſwered theſe Truths. What could the 
noble, loyal Hamilton, Capel, Penrudgock, Sc. 
| expect, 
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expect, but to be ſentenced, and ſuffer as 
Traitors from thoſe real Traitors > What could 
all that were firm to the Cauſe of God, and 


the King, expect, but to be ſtigmatiz d with 


the (then glorious) Names of diſaffected In- 
cendiaries, Malignant, ec. many of whom in 
cool Blood, contrary to their Faith, and the 
Conditions of Capitulation, they facrificed to 
their helliſh Cruelty ; with which, nor with 
the Blood of their Sovereign fatiated, they 
employ the utmoſt of their Skill to make his 
Son alſo a Glorious King; to which End 
they ſet a Price upon his Head, nor were they 
far from ſucceeding herein, had not the Al- 
mighty interpoſed, and ſecured the Royal Mar- 
tyr's Heir under the Shadow of his Wings, re- 
ſcued him from their intended Cruelty, by a 
miraculous Eſcape : God would not fuffer this 
Nation already ſinful enough, to add to the 
large Account, the Murder of another Sove- 
reign, when one was not ſufficient to fink it to 
the loweſt Abyſs. However, thus diſappoin- 
ted of another Royal Victim, that the ill · got 
Throne might be confirmed to the Uſurper 
and his Poſterity, an Abjuration of the Right 
of Charlos Stuart was impoſed under ſevere Pe- 
nalties on the Subject, who by late Experience 
found, that all the Blood that was ſhed, the 


Treaſure that was exhauſted, had only ſubje- 


Red them to a real "Tyranny, inſtead of reſcu- 
ing them from a pretended one.

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The Iſraelites, when under any ſevere Ca- 
lamity, were wont to ſay, there was a Grain 
of the Calf in it. England may allo ſay, there 
is a Drop of the Royal Martyr's Blood in it. 
For the Reſtoration, glorious as it was, could 
not put a Stop to the miſchievous Conſequen- 
ces of the Grand Rebellion, to which is owing 
the Perverſion of the Royal Offspring to the 
Errors of the Church of Rome, in which, if 
he has periſhed, twill be, I fear, a heavier 
Account to this Nation, than the Blood of his 
Father, inaſmuch as the Lofs of a Soul bears 
no Proportion with ſhedding the Blood of the 
Body: The driving the Royal Family to beg 
their Bread, into a foreign Popiſh Country, 
unexperienced, tender, unable to withſtand the 
Perſwaſions of an indulgent, tho? ſuperſtitious 
Mother, or confute the Sophiſtry of learned 
Jeſuites, hath given Being to all the Calami- 
ties wherewith we are to this Day diſtracted. 
Had not their Malice murdered the tender, re- 
ligious Father, he would have inftilled better 
Principles into his Offspring's Breaſt; No new 
Civil War had been to keep out Popery ; the 
Curſe: of having Pretenders to the Crowrt of 
theſe Realms, had not at this Day hung heavy 
upon us, to eſtrange the Hearts of Country- 
men, and make them thirſt after one ariother's 
Blood. The late I-56 War, the Aboliſhing- 
of Epiſcopacy in Scotland; and the preſent 
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Schiſm in the Church of England now rett- 
ding the ſeamleſs Coat of Chriſt, are the dif- 
mal Conſequences of thoſe Diſtractions. 


To the Score E ar" Grand — we 
may alſo put the late, long, expenſive, blood 
War, to which the Religion of out King, ww 
verted by his forc'd Exile, gave Occaſion, by 
which Means we became Properties to Allies, 
who, without Complaint, let the Burden of the 
War reſt upon our Shoulders, and forgot to 
ſend their reſpective Quotas. Thus might we 
have conquered, till we had been ruined, 
while what was purchaſed with Britiſh Blood, 
was garriſoned with ungrateful Dutchmen, who 
refuſed thoſe Men Paſſage thro' the very Towns 
they won, had not a timely End been put to 
that conſuming Land-War. Theſe have been 
the Conſequences of this unnatural Rebellion ; 
and tho? all this 1s come upon us, yet we may 
ſay, God hath not dealt with us after our Sins, 
nor rewarded us after our Iniquities, Had 
he been extream to mark what we had done 
amiſs, had the Almighty corrected us in his 
Anger, as he hath in Judgment, who could 
have abided. But God in Mercy hath dealt 
with us, in his good appointed Time, when 
there was no Probability of the Reſtoration of 
our Church and State, when after many fruit- 
leſs Attempts, the Hopes of the moſt ſanguine +. 
were quite extinct, then the Almighty _ 
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bare his Arm to ſuccour us, and at that time 
he did it, left we ſhould vainly have attribu- 
ted it to our ſelves, and arrogantly vaunt, that 
our Power, our Might, and the Strength of 
our Arm brought about this glorious Reſtora- 
tion, The Almighty alone it was, and not 
Man relieved his oppreſt, perſecuted Church, 
reſtored our ancient Laws, Liberty and Pro- 
perty, which by Rebellion, when ſome ſmall 

nger was apprehended, we had made Ship- 
wreck of, reſcued us out of the Power of ma- 
ny Uſurpers, reſtored to us, and to his own 
undoubted Right, our then moſt gracious So- 
vereign Lord King Charles II. and all the Roy- 
al Family. Thus did the Almighty confound 
the Powers of Darkneſs, delivering us from the 
unnatural Rebellion, Uſurpation, and Tyran-

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Would they not fain make the Principles of 
Sedition and Rebellion Part of our Conſt itu- 
tion and Religion, notwithſtanding both pro- 
nounce their Anathema, the one temporal, the 
other eternal, againſt all that dare put ſuch 
Principles in Practice? That our King muſt 
not upon any Account be reſiſted by ns is 
the Doctrine that is the Glory of the Church

again advanced, ſince we have again ſeen them 
put in Practice, again {cen Rebels baretac'd in 
Arms, denying our King's Right, 4 
their Colours, engaging His Majeſty's loyal 
Forces, murdering many, laying waſte the 
Country, overwhelming their native Land with 
all the Miſeries of a Civil War.

To conclude. Let Phanaticks who con- 
demn the Doctrine of our Homilies, aſſert 
the Lawfulneſs of Reſiſtance, long for the 
reviving the Good Old Cauſe, ridicule the So- 
lemnity of this Day, juſtify the Proceedings of 
the Rump Parliament againſt the King, and 
hereby intail the Curſe of that Royal Blood 
upon themſelves and their Poſterity.

“ and unalterable Foundations, enjoining an 
entire Obedience to all the lawful Commands 
of Authority, and an abſolute Submiſſion 
eto that ſupreme Power God hath put in our 
« Sovereign's Hands. This Doctrine we juſt- 
« ly glory in; and if any that had their Bap- 
& tiſm and Education in our Church, have 
© turned Renegadoes from this, they proved 
4 no leſs Enemies to the Church her ſelf, 
& than to the Civil Authority, ſo that their 
« Apoſtacy leaves no Blame on our Church.
